Every Witness Flatly Contradicted the 
Statement Made by Confoy Whea 
He Was Dying and the Jury 


Decided It Was Jus- 
tiflable Homicide. 


Justifiable homicide was the verdict of 


t 


the Coroner’s jury Tuesday at tne conclu- 
sion of the inquiry into the killing of 
Timothy Confoy by ex-Pugil'st Tom Allen 
Sunday morning. 

The prisoner was warmly congratulated 
as he was taken back to jail. 

Coroner Lloyd presided at the , inquest. 
Allen was represented Ly Judge Harvey and 
Attorney Thomas P. Rowe. 

A large delegation of Allen’s§ friends 
came to the City Hall to greet him as he 
was takén over from the Four Courts. The 
prisoner evinced no great p.casure at see- 
ing them, but walked stolidly through the 
erowd 

In the Coroner’s office Allen was joined 
by Charlie Daly, who sat ‘by him through- 
out the inquiry. 

William Sipe, a laborer, who rooms at the 
Salvation Army Lodging House, Ninth and 
Market sts., was the first witness. He 
said he was in the back room when the 
shooting occurred. He could see Allen, but 
not the man he shot at. Before the shoot- 
ing he heard Allen ask in a loud voice, 
“What have you got under your coat?” 
then in a moment, “‘What have you got in 
your hand?” The shooting immediately 
followed the last question. Witness did 
not see a pistol near Confoy. 

Lincoln Lyons, a Salvation Army boarder, 
saw Allen shoot. He saw a pistol under 
Confoy when the police picked him up. 


Half a dozen other men who were spend- | 
ing the night in the concert hall testified | 


to hearing Allen asking, ‘“What’ve you 
got in your hand?’ and saw the policeman 
pick up the revolver from under Confoy. 

Robert Lyons, generally known as ‘‘Hig- 

ins.’’ was tending bar for Allen on th 
nigtnt of the shooting. 

‘“T was behind the bar,’’ he said, “when 
Spencer and Confoy came in. Spencer 
called for a smal) beer and Confoy took 
sherry wine. When I set the drinks out 
Confoy sipped his, then shoved it back. 
Allen asked him whatewas the matter with 
it. Comfoy replied, ‘It’s like you—it’s no 


replied: ‘You’re not a tough one, 


“Confoy said: ‘I guess I’m tough enough 
for you,’ and put his hand in his pocket. 
Allen then asked what he had an told 
me to see. I saw Confoy’s arm raid, as 
if to draw his hand from his pocket®™ the 
Allen began shooting. Confoy dropped at 
the fourth shot. As he fell he threw his 
arms in the air and in one hand was a 
pistol. This dropped to the floor and he 
fell on it. During the shooting Confoy was 
crying, ‘I'm game, ain't 1? I’m game, 
ata’t At 
Witness identified Allen’s revolver and the 
revolver he said was in Confoy’s hand. 

After ©everal more inmates of the back 
room were examined John Spencer, Con- 
foy’s companion, was called. 

He said that he met Confoy at Dave 
Rilling’s saloon, Seventh and Walnut sts., 
at 1:40 Sunday morning. Confoy had been 
drinking, and agreed with witness to go 
home. 

“On our way,” said Spencer, “we dropped 
into Allen’s. I ordered the drinks and asked 
Allen to join us, which he did. Confoy 
took his sherry, tasted it, and threw it 
away. 
we tbr eaid. ‘What's the matter with it? 


| Take something else.’ 


“Tim replied, ‘It’s like you, no good.’ 

“Allen then asked if he was a ‘tough 
mug,’ and Confoy told him that he would 
make him think so. Allen asked him if he 
was looking for trouble and Tim said: ‘I'd 
just as soon have trouble with you as any- 
body I know,’ and put his hand in his over. 
coat pocket. Allen stepped beMind the bar, 
got his gun and pointed it at Confoy. 

‘*¥ou’ve come in here for trouble,’ said 
‘and you've got a gun in your 
pocket. If you attempt to draw it I'll kill 
you.’ Tim was drawing the gun when 
Allen began shooting. His first shot hit 
my finger and | retreated. Confoy dropped 
at the fourth shot, falling on his gun. 
Allen then went to the door and called 
for the police.”’ 

John Daly of 821 Market st. 
Confoy coming into his saloon 
o'clock Sunday morning Confoy asked how 
he stood with Allen. Daly said “all right. 
Confoy replied, ““‘Well, he’s done me dirt 
and I’m going down to put him on the 
bum.,”’ Witness thought Confoy was

After that remark Confoy left Daly’s place.

George G. Vest of Missouri has lost» none 
of his mental vigor because of his recent 
was clearly demonetrated by his 
speech in opposition to the army bill.

parent the result of the policy of ‘‘benevo- 
lent asSsimination,”’ also letting the light 
in on the hypocrisy of ‘McKinley’s recent 
speech in Boston, when he told his hearers 
that the regarded himself as an instrument 
of Providence in disposing of the Asiatic 
islands. ; 

Senator. Vest began by saying that he an- 
tagonized the ‘bill, although he said he 
did so with hesitation, because of its strong 
advocacy by his colleague, Mr. Cockrell. 
He declared his belief that the wor in the 
Philippines was not being conducted with 
the idea of giving the Filipinos self-govern- 
ment. 

‘*I ‘belleve,’” he eaid, “that this govern- 
ment is to take the Philippines as an in- 
demnity. It has so ‘been stated in tne im- 
perialistic press. But I ask now whether 


it is true that the President telegraphed to 


our commissioners to take nothing less than 


the Island of Luzon, as Porto Rico was 
worth only $40,000,000 and would not be @ 


proper indemnity for the war. I ask now

Measure to Prevent Egg Famines in 
Missouri. 

Spectsl to the Post-Dispatch.

a pity that the “Clerical Senate,” composed 


of legislative employes, is not omnietient, 
since it has shown a disposition, expressed 
in the tesolution which follows, to regulate 
the conduct of hens whose dereliction of 
duty has so recently put the public to so 
much annoyance and expense, If the fol- 
lowing act could be enforced there would 
State of Missouri, as follows: 

Be It enacted by the Clerical Senate of the 
State of Missouri, ag follows; 

Section 1. All female fowls of the chicken 
Species, commonly known as hens, which 
pow reside or may hereafter reside in the 
State of (Missouri, shall be required to lay 
jeges in numbers as follows: Leghorns, 
seven eggs per week; buff-cochin, six eggs 
per week, Plymouth-rocks, five eugs per 
week; Shanghai, four eggs per ‘week: 
Wyondottes of all varieties, four eggs per 
week; bantams, three eggs per week, scrubs 
and all other hens not herein mentioned, 
four eggs per week each. 

Section 2. The Governor is hereby au- 
thorized to appoint a board of three mem- 
bers to be known as the Committe 8- 
traordinary, who shall hold office for life 
or during good behavior. Duties of this 
committee shall be to exercise a supervis- 
ory care over all hens residing within, or 
that may hereafter reside in the State of 
Missour!l. The salary of said committee 
shall be one dozen eggs per year, to be paid 
in quarterly installments. 

Section 3. Every hen violating the provis- 
ions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be prohibited from 
assoctating with the flock for a period .of 
three months, 

Section 4. The fact that eggs are 4 cents 
er dozen and are invisible on boarding 
10use bills-of-fare, creates an emergency 
within the meaning of the Constitution. 
Therefore this act shall be in force and take 
effect from and after its passage.

WHO CAN BUY A BOOM? 


Are Meeting to Put Prices 
Sky High. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—Broom manufactur- 

ers from all parts of the country are 
meeting at the Tremont House for the pur- 
pose of raising the price of brooms so as 
to correspond with the great advance in 
the price of the brush of broom corn. 
Broom corn, which sold last fall at $580 a 
ton, is to-day worth $120. and there is a 
ay of its going to $200 in a short 
ime. 

The great increase in price is not due to 
a corner, but to an actual shortage in 
the market. For seypral years broom corn 
has been at a very low figure, and as a con- 
sequence the farmers in the central por- 
tion of Illinois, where the bulk of the corn 
is raised, have decreased their acreage 
from year to year, until a short time ago 
the manufacturers and brokers awoke to 
the startling fact that there was a scarcity 
of broom corn. In a week the price went 
from $50 to $90 a ton, and has been gradually 
going up ever since. 

After the first big Jump the manufacturers 
of brooms met and raised the price to meet 
the increase. On account of the steady 
raise they have called another meeting. 

“Our prices are not cOMmensurate with 
the price of. corn,’’ said one large manu- 
facturer. ‘“We have atided only #4 to 50 
cents a dozen to the price of brooms, while 
it ought to be 75 cents higher. I should 
not be surprised Jf the meeting voted to in-

A PRISONER IN THE TOMBS. 


POSITIVE EVIDENCE CONVINCES 
THE CORONER’S JURY. 


Histcry of the Cnrse, the Persous 
Connected With It and the Perplex- 
ing Problem Which So Long Baf- 
fiéd the Officers of the Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.--Charged with tw» 
murders, the killing of Henry C. Barnet 
end Mrs. Catherine Adams, Roland B. Mo- 
lineaux is a prisoner in the Tombs, and 
the perplexing mystery of poison by mall 
seeins in a fair way of solution. 

After hearing the convincing evidence 
against Molineaux, told in telegrams to the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday, the Coroner's ju- 
ry returned the following verdict: 

“We find the said C. J. Adams came to 
her death through peculiar poison admir- 
istered to her on Dec. 28, 1898, by Henry 
8. Cornish and sent to him through the 
United States mail by Roland Burnham 
Molineaux.’’ 

The preliminary hearing will take place 
to-morrow. . 

The inquest proceedings leading up to the 
arrost Were most dramatic, and reached a 
climax when Nicholas A. Heckmann, point- 
Ing his finger at Roland B. Molineaux, who 
sat opposite him, declared: 

“There is the man who rented tie letter 
box st 25/ W. Forty-second si. from me.” 

“It's a lie,”” shouted Molineaux, curning 
pale and leaping to his feet. “I only saw 
that man twice in my life.” ' 

Next came Handwriting Expert William

figned ‘H. C. Barnet’ and ‘H. ‘‘uornish.’ ani 
sent frem the private letter boxes, are in 
the same handwriting as are the exhibite 
admittedly written by Roland KB.

Sensation No. 3 was furnished by Edwin

ert. He also swore that Molineaux wrote 
he “Cornish” and ‘“‘Barnet” letters and 
the addres# on the poison packages. Mr. 
Hay, as well as expert Kinsley. rv ve scores 
of reasons why he had come to te conc)u 
Sion that Molineaux was the author of the 
writings. i 

Henry L. Tollan of Cnicago, an expert 
on the microscopic examination of paper, 
also swore that the poison address and the 
Cornish and Barnet letters were written by 
Molineaux. 

Albert 8S: Osborne of Rochester was the 
fourth expert to go on the stand. He 
etated that the polson package address, the 
letter signed “Cornish’’ and that signed 
“Barnet,’’ together with specimens of Mol- 
ineux's handwriting, were all written by 
the same hand. 

Dr. Frazer, a Philadelphia exper, testi- 
fied exactly as®did the other experts, de- 
claring positively that Molineaux was the 
author of the incriminating letters.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Congressman 
Burke was the only member of the Demo- 
cratic House caucus who last night refused 
to vote in the affirmative on this resolu- 
tion: 

“We hold that the Constitution of the 
United States was ordained and established 
for an intelligent ,liberty-loving and self- 
governing people and cannot be successful- 
ly applied to a people of different virtues 
and conditions. We, therefore, hold that 
a colonial policy is contrary to the the- 
ory of our Government and subversive to 
those great pricipals of civil liberty which 
we have been taught to cherish. 

“We belleve, with the Declaration of In- 
dependence, that all governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of the 
governed, and we are unalterably opposed 
to the establishment of any Government 
by the United States without the consent 
of the people to be governed. And, in con- 
formity with these principles, we instruct 
the minority members of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee to introduce and urge the 
following resolution: 

“ ‘Resolved, By the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America, in Congress assembled, That the 
I'nited States hereby disclaim any dispo- 
sition or intention to exercise permanent 
sovereignty, jurisdiction or control over the 
Philtppine Islands, and assert their determ- 
ination when an independent Government 
shall have been established therein to 
transfer to said Government, upon tne 
terms which shall be reasonable and just, 
all rights secured under the cession by 
Spain, and thereupon to leave the Govern- 
ment and control of the islands to their 
people.’ te

His Sentence for Fraudulent Voting 
.Had Been Approved by the Supreme 
Court and the Court of Appeals.
